SHALL THE GOVERNMENT BE SI T E R SE DED OR NOT? 
Henry J. Allen is one of the few men in the United States 
who has been elevated to high office almost unwittingly. When he 
was elected Governor of Kansas he was in Y. M. C. A. Service in 
France. In fact, he was away from home during the entire cam­ 
paign; never made a speech, wrote a campaign letter, or spent a 
cent in pushing his candidacy. He got back to Kansas ju st in time 
to attend his own inaugural. 
When the ignited Mine Workers went on strike and his state 
was left with empty coal bins he decided to fill the bins. The ex­ 
pert miners refused to work, so he took over the mines for the 
state and ten thousand volunteers, guarded by troops, dumped 
into cars enough to keep all Kansas from freezing. The situation 
however, forcibly impressed on him the need for some legal ma­ 
chinery that would prevent its recurrence and he called the legis­ 
lature together to consider an industrial program having for its 
basic idea the prevention of strikes rather than their supression 
once they are under way. He outlines his idea in this article. He 
says: 
“I believe the time has come when a tribunal should be estab­ 
lished which shall have jurisdiction over the offenses committed 
against society in the name of industrial w arfare; and 
which 
shall have authority to meet industrial discontent before it crys­ 
tallizes, by a careful oversight and regulation of conditions of la­ 
bor and of social opportunity which, if allowed to fester, breed 
dass hatred and bitter antagonism. 
Government should have the same power to protect society 
against the ruthlessness of industrial strife as it has always had 
to protect it againt recognized crime. This court must hold the 
oossibilitv of equal and exact justice for employers, employees 
and the public.

“If moral principles do not exist in Anglo-Saxon institutions 
;o justify their extension to meet this vital American need, then 
Anglo-Saxon institutions are doomed to failure. .. A

which has secured control of a product upon which human life de­

ShrimD a la Creole— Place in a 
chafing dish: One cup of thick cream 
sauce, one tomato, cut into tiny dice, 
two onions, chopoed fine, one gfeen 
pepper, chopped fine, one teaspoon of 
salt, one teaspoon of paprika, one 
teaspoon of chili powder, one large 
can of shrimp, two tablespoons of 
butter. 
Heat to the boiling point 
and then let simmer slowly. 
Serve 
on toast. 
To Make Tartar Sauce—To one 
cup of mayonnaise dressing add one 
dill pickle, four branches of parsley, 
one small onion, chopped very fine. 
Baked White Fish—Get one about 
two pounds and preferably boned. 
Roll in flour and dip in milk and then 
in bread crumbs. 
Lay three thin 
slices of lemon over the top, which 
have been dipped in finely chopped 
parsley. 
Season with salt, pepper 
and butter. 
Bake. 
Fish makes a 
nice change from so' much meat in 
summer, and it is not as expensive 
as meat. 
Sprinkle with flour and bake for 
one and one-half hours in a hot 
oven, basting with its own broth. 
Five minutes before taking it out of 
the oven strew fine dry bread crumbs 
thickly over it. 
Put dots of drip­ 
pings here and there over it and let 


ing, just like a pillow slip, leaving 
the long end open. 
Make it good 
and loose and fasten together with 
button holes. 
You will find to your 
great delight that when you com­ 
mence housecleaning you can wash

your covers and mst dust your mat­ 
tress with a dust brush.
